ACCIDENTAL DEATH ‘BY 
DROWNING. 


An inquest was held this afternoon at 


the Government Civil Hospital on the body 
of a Chinese female aged 16 years, named 


Ho Achu,—O, V. Creagh, Eeq., a8 coroner, 
Mesars D, K. Griffithe, O, F. Grossmann, 
and A, A. dos Remedios, forming the jury. 


Deceased snd her mother were togetho 
plying for hire yesterday, about half-past 
.one o'clock, at Yau-ma-ti, The deceased 
was standing in the atern of the boat plying 
ascull, the mother being staticned in the 
bows, The Fi Sin steam launch had just 
gone alongside the whatf and a number of 
other boats were clustered-around ; there 
was a heavy aea on at thetime, “The: scull 
deceased was using slipped off the pivot and 
dragged her into the water’; ake was unable 
toswim and sank at once, The mother, who 
is also unable to awim, called out for assis- 
tance ; some of the people from the launch 
and also.the boat people came and tried to, 
find the body but without success, A 
report was made to Inspector Cameron, who 
sent two boats with drags to the place 
where deceased fell in the water ; tho body 
was found about three o'clock, when he 
had it removed to the hospital.

with it, of course with the contents of his 
peokets, Before he could well recover 
himself, another gang, or, more probably, 
some of the thieves, seized the unfortunate 
skippor again and mauled him very severely. 
Resistance was useless, and the vagabonds 
got clear off. The steamer being just about 
to sail, ke was obliged to go ou board in 
the airy attire left tu him, having to pro- 
oxed 10 Swa'ow to fetch a. steamer from 
that port to Shanghai. . ‘The details, no far 
as above given, bave bee1 obtal ed ina 
somewhat round-about way from a Chinese 
woman ; but otir informant says there is 
no doubt of tte facts, and the Police ‘will 
be prt'on the alert? on the return of the 
victim to Shanghai. 

It is satisfactory to know that the 
Municipal Police’ have at last- mado a 
successful raid on the native gambling 
house known as Low-ke-chong, behind the 
Toilet Club, in the Nanking Road. We 
hear. that ‘on Sunday night about twenty 
policemen surprised the gamblers and suc- 


ment, which —stillbelieves—in—its~divin 
right over all territory which at any time 
acknowledged its suzerainty however slight, 
and is as consistent an upholder of the 
doctrine of non p:ssu nus as the Bishop of 
Rome himself. We have watched the 
persistent way. in which the Government at 
Peking urged on, against all external advice, 
the advance of the troops in Eastern 
Turkestan to the captore of Kashgar, and 
the subsequent embroilment with Russia; 
‘and have also noticed the persistence with 
which the power of Chinese dominion in 
Thibet is sustained, and the absurd jealousy 
which has caused the entire of that country 
to be close sealed to intercourse from wilh 
out. We have also remarked the peculiar 
relations existing between the King of 
Burmah and his liege in Peking, but in all 
these cases come show of internal adminis- 
tration. hag been made, and the. countries 
concerned have from time to time obeyed 
the dictation of their powerful chief, or 
have had their internal administration more 
_er—less controlled..by__resident__Ohinése 
officials. “The relations of Chins with tho 
Loochoos have, however, never partaken 
of this substantive nature, yet, consistently, 
-they are at the. bottom of the present 
misunderstanding.. For centuries Loochoo 
had been ruled by a branch of the Imperial 


fourteenth ‘century, 5 new line of princes 
having succeeded to the. throne, : tho -first 
of them, Zaito ( h’ah+tu), sent an embassy 
and presents to Hung wo, firat Emperor of 
the Mings. “The ruler-ship of the country 
‘was contested by various pretenders, and 
probably to strengthen bis‘ claim and gain 
a-sort of exoteric title, one of these named 
Bu-nei-(Hu-niny) sent.to China and re- 
ceived™investiture from Yung-loh inthe 
year 1400. From that time it became a 
custom to seek this acknowledgment, tho 
more especially as it afforded -the op- 
portunity of sending “over one or moro 
vesselg. to China, ‘and obtaining from the

Very soon the ‘islandera felt 
that tHe centralised Government .at 
which had assumed the in- 
ternal admivistration of the fiefs of the 
Damios, was not likely to leave to thom, 
nuch longer their state of quasi-independ. 
ence. Tho visits of the ships to Fuhkien 
bogan to assume a political aspect, and it _ 
was evident that: tho ‘officials sent, were 
desirous of drawing nearer the relations of: 
China with Looctioo, in the. hope of bein 
thereby enabled to plead the sazerainty of 
China against Japanese encroachments, - 
For some time, notwithetanding that these. - 
coquettings of the Loochooans with. China ; 
wore distasteful to the now Empire, tho . 
Mikado’s advisers abstained from direot . 
interference ; but the embroglio in Formosa 
led thom finally to forbid them, ‘and it was 
understood that™.the settlement of that 
question included the withdrawal of China 
from and claim to. suzerainty over the - 
islands. A short time since, the prince of . 
Loochoo was finally deposed, and the com: — 
plete administration of the islands under- 
takon by Japan.’ That sach o step: was 
popular ‘in the highest degree there is no 
doubt, and the Loochooans have sought to . 
evade the Japancso commands to discon- 
tinne their presents to China. On the. 
other hand, the Chinese Government has 
held out inducements to the islanders to 
continue them, and has thus placed itself 
in a somowhat undignified attitude towards 
Japan. ‘The latter hos not unsaturally 
te: has been met by pretensions 
on tho’ part of China of o suzerainty over 
the islands, and the Chinese have gone the ~ 
length of threatening to assort their rights 
by force, if necessary. Reviewing the cir- 
cumstances of the caso, and‘the former 
connexion between the two, the Japanese. 
have replied that the suzerainty protended 
was nover effective, and have threatencd on 
their side to lay claims to Formosa, over 
portions of which they havo at various 
period exercised a moro or less effective 
control. Tho quarrel, it will. be, readily 
geen, is sentimental rather than real, but 
sentimental quarrels are apt to be the most 
dangerous and most difficult to bring within | 
the limits of reason, and tho present is no.
